The list of sires and their runners in the new volume of 
American Race Horses published last week probably will hold 
the fascinated interest of horsemen for a long time. since it 
provides revealing data never before available. As the data 
accumulate through the years, they will furnish the answers 
to many questions hitherto unanswerable. Even as a one-year 
summary, the list intrigues so much interest that it is difficult 
to put it aside. 


Here is a stallion with 20 runners, of which 18 won and 
the other 2 placed; the 1958 earnings index for the group was 
.53. Here is one whose offspring raced more than a thousand 
times and had a victory for every 7 starts, and another, with 
exactly the same earnings index, whose get ran almost twice 
as often to attain a win. Here’s one whose ascent from fair to 
famous was accomplished through one horse, and another 
still regarded as fair despite a prodigious number of good 
ones.... 


There will be many implications in the information set 
forth in this list. It probably will remind a number of practical 
horsemen to argue again for a sale catalogue with adequate 
information. It was not intended to incite argument of any 
kind, of course, but we have to confess that, after leafing idly 
through this new sire list for the first time after its publica- 
tion, our thoughts turned immediately to the problem of the 
sale catalogue. 


Perhaps the sale companies are doing too well just now 
to accept the suggestion that a problem exists, and certainly, 
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A gathering of nearly 43,000 persons assembled last week 
for the opening of Aqueduct, and the track could have 
accommodated nearly twice that number. The photograph 
scarcely indicates the extensiveness of the grandstand, 
which is a fifth of a mile long. 


if it does exist, its solution may be postponed. But racing is 
a fiercely competitive business, and the Internal Revenue 
Service is looking over nearly everybody’s shoulder to make 
certain that it is treated as a business. The customers who 
stay with us will be the ones whose net rewards can be counted 
in something more substantial than the fun of losing. We have 
an obligation to label our merchandise properly. If we cannot 
endow a buyer with luck or with judgment, we can at least 
help him to survive by providing information. . 


The principal obstacle to an improvement in the pertinent 
information in catalogues is a fear that it would “ruin the 
market.” It would ruin the market for horses in about the 
same degree as the Pure Foed and Drugs Act ruined the 
market for drugs. Perhaps we should think the matter over. 


As the data in American Race Horses and in Thorough- 
bred Broodmare Records suggest, we probably have reached 
the point where the dam of a yearling is inadequately described 
if the catalogue reports only that she was a winner and has 
produced winners A, B, and C. What kind of winners were 
they? How much did they race, and how long? How much did 
they earn? What other foals did the mare have, and what 
did they do? .. 


The 2 major auction companies in the U. S. have indicated 
in many ways that they are concerned with protection of the 
interests of consignors and buyers. Is not proper labeling— 
that is, adequate catalogue information—an essential part of 
a program of fair practice?

2 for the Money 


Cuicaco. Whenever one of Jack Hogan’s 
horses wins, the exuberant. bouncy Chi- 
cago insurance executive rushes to the 
winner’s circle and passes out $2 win 
tickets to almost everyone in sight—out- 
riders, ushers, stable grooms, the winning 
jockey, and well wishers reaching out with 
itchy hands. Such an occasion occurred 
again at Hawthorne last week when Jac- 
not (for Jack and his father. O. T. 
Hogan) Stable’s Natego ‘scored in the 
inaugural running of the To Market 
Stakes for 2-year-old colts and geldings. 
“The only trouble.” said Hogan later. 
“was that I reached into the wrong pocket 
and was giving out some of my own 
tickets.” 

The To Market, formerly run as an 
overnight handicap for older horses, was 
Natego’s first appearance in a_ stakes. 
During a 13-race career previous to the 
To Market, the little gelded son of *Nir- 
gal—Tubuai had won a good allowance 
test at Arlington Park and one at Haw- 
thorne, he had scored with a $15,000 tag 
at Arlington while starting his climb to 
better things, and he had notched his 
only other victory the second time he 
raced with an $8.000 claiming price at 
Jamaica late last March. 

Hogan and his trainer, Joe Bollero, 
told how they had acquired Natego. 
named for advertising executive Nate 
Perlstein, a friend of Hogan’s. 

“We were at the fall sales in Keeneland 
last year,” Hogan said, “and Jimmy Dry- 
mon insisted he had a *Nirgal colt we had 
to see. I'd had pretty good luck with 
Nirgal Lad, and that’s why he figured I'd 
be interested. After the sales were over. 
we saw Drymon again, and Joe and I 
went out to the Drymon farm. Jimmy 
wasn’t there, but his father was, and he 
showed us 2 colts—the *Nirgal one, which 
became Natego, and a *Windy City II 
colt. Actually, I liked the *Windy City IT 
colt better, and so did Joe. Joe said, ‘How 
much?’ And the answer was $18.000. We 
finally got the 2 of them for $16,000, the 
*Windy City II colt for $8.500 and the 
other for $7,500. We named the *Windy 
City II colt Singapore Tom, for Tom 
Downes, who’s one of the owners of the 
Singapore restaurant here, and we thought 
pretty highly of him. Anyway, we put him 
in the futurities here, and in the Garden 
State. We didn’t think Natego was good 
enough for those races, so we didn’t stake 
him, but Singapore Tom has amounted to 
nothing.”

Because he “wanted to experiment” 
Hogan hed 4 horses (including Natego 
and Singapore Tom) at Columbia, S. C.., 
last winter. in care of Bob Blackburn. “It 
wes Blackburn who later suggested we 
geld Natego.” Hogan said. “He said the 
colt was nervous.” 

“T was at Santa Anita with Jack’s other 
horses when the decision was made.” 
Bollero said. A native of nearby South 
Wilmington. IIl., Bollero has been in

racing since 1926, the first 9 or 10 years 
as a jockey. He won the first race ever 
held at Arlington Park, on Luxemburg 
on October 13, 1927. Hogan, who main- 
tains the modern Jacnot breeding farm 
at Wadsworth, IIl.. some 50 miles north 
ef Chicago, has been in racing 6 or 7 
years, and Bollero has been his trainer 
the last 5. 

“Natego was the worst stall walker I 
ever saw.” Bollero continued. “The more 
I raced him the more he settled down. 
He’s just about quit it now. The day after 
a race he'll stall-walk just a little. But 
he’s a good doer now; used to be a bad 
eater. He got going good down at Keene- 
land last spring, when I let him graze 
for about 20 minutes twice a day. When 
he runs, he doesn’t like to be rushed. For 
a little horse. he’s a long-striding colt. 
He’s about 15 hands, but kind of narrow. 

“He got sloughed in a race at Wash- 
ington Park the middle of June. and I 


let up on him about a month, and that was 
the best thing that happened to him. I 
babied him, and he came back strong. Re- 
member when he ran second to Teacher, 
only a length behind, after coming from 
way back? That was the race Ambassador, 
who was pretty well liked, was fourth. 
That was a good race by Natego, but 
what impressed me more was the way he 
breezed several days later. They had 
double dogs up, the track was real heavy. 
and the boy was choking him, but he 
breezed a half in :51. Never had any 
trouble with him. bucked shins or any- 
thing.” 

“We'll run him in the Hawthorne Juve- 
nile Handicap here.” Hogan _ revealed. 
“and maybe we'll supplement him to the 
Garden State. The Hawthorne Juvenile 
hes been stretched out to a mile and a 
sixteenth. and that ought to suit him fine. 
We're going to Maryland after Haw- 
thorne, and later to Santa Anita. He’s an 
aggressive colt who likes to run. He can’t 
wait to get on the race track.” 

The To Market figured to be a 3-horse 
race among Natego, William S. Miller’s 
Stephen, and Hasty House Farms and 
Mrs. Harry Trotsek’s Prince Charger, 
which was a very slight favorite over 
Natego. Prince Charger, running effort- 
lessly. led by 3 lengths after a half-mile. 
by 2 in mid-stretch. Stephen, never worse 
than third, moved up to second place on 
the outside in the early stretch. 

Natego was ninth after a quarter, then 
started picking up his rivals. Near the 
eighth-pole the unpredictable Stephen, on 
which trainer Del Carroll had tried all 
types of blinkers, suddenly ducked to the 
inside, finishing on the rail. Prince 
Charger began to shorten stride. 

Closing with a rush under the sensation- 
al John L. Rotz (he had 27 winners the 
first 10 days of the meeting), Natego 
scored by 2 lengths going away. Stephen, 
closing fairly well after straightening up, 
held a neck advantage over Prince 
Charger.

Big Moments 


New York. The Futurity winner’s 
earnings, $88.470.50, will at least pay for 
a new portable radio for Mrs. Charles 
Shipman Payson. who lost hers when 
Weatherwise made a strong move on the 
turn at Aqueduct. Weatherwise had been 
doing about as well as the San Francisco 
Giants, who were losing 4-0 to the hated 
Los Angeles Dodgers, for the first half- 
mile of the Futurity, but then he took 
off and circled his field to win going 
away. When Weatherwise started running 
the radio dropped from the vicinity of 
Mrs. Payson’s right ear to the concrete. 
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United Nations Handicap, at Atlantic City on September 19. His next severe challenge was to be in the Woodward Stakes. 


For the famous stable of Mrs. Payson 
and her brother John Hay Whitney, Aque- 
duct’s first Saturday had to be termed 
somewhat successful. From a list of 987 
foals nominated for the race,, Weather- 
wise, a home-bred, had proved fastest 
over 614 furlongs on a wonderful fall 
afternoon. Greentree won its third Futur- 
ity medallion, and it was a son of Tom 
Fool, the 1951 Futurity winner, which 
brought it home. But with the Giants 
losing a double-header to the Dodgers and 
the radio being dropped to boot. it could 
hardly be termed the most successful of 
afternoons. We can call it adequate. 

Despite the Giants, there was a gleam 
of pure joy on Mrs. Payson’s face when 
she arrived at the winner’s circle after 
the race. Here was why one can _ lose 
money graciously over a long period of 
time to attain one moment of satisfaction. 

The son of Tom Fool will, however, 
have a long way to go before he can pre- 
sent his credentials as the top 2-year-old 
of the year. The 70th Futurity lacked the 
3 or 4 top colts of the season. Weather- 
wise was one of only 2 stakes winners in 
the field of 12. He had taken Saratoga’s 
Sanford Stakes before being beaten off 
in the Hopeful, but missing were such 
good youngsters as C. V. Whitney’s Tom- 
pion, Pebblebrook Farm’s Irish Lancer, 
Leonard D. Fruchtman’s Bally Ache, 
Kennedy-Veale’s Vital Force, and Belle- 
hurst Stable’s Warfare. All were inteli- 
gible to the Futurity except Irish Lancer, 
retired for the season with a knee injury. 

Weatherwise will get his chance against 
these colts, as well as the ones he handily 
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beat in the Futurity, in a pair of coming 
Aqueduct events, the Cowdin at 7 fur- 
longs on October 5 and the Champagne 
at a mile on October 17. He has been an 
improving sort. and certainly he cannot 
be slighted for the manner in which he 
won the Futurity. 

Weatherwise, very well handled by 
Eddie Arcaro, was allowed to stay a bit 
off the pace of Winonly, Udaipur, All 
Hands, and Penowa Rullah until the 
stretch run. Then, after these 4 had been 
a half-mile in about 46 seconds, the Tom 
Fool colt simply skipped around them 
and walked home.

Bug Brush Retired

Closed-Circuit Anesthesia 


Successful use of a new closed-circuit 
gas machine for anesthesia of large 
animals was reported recently by E. 
Wynn Jones, M. R. C. V. S., Ph. D., head 
of clinical research at the College of 
Veterinary Medicine, Oklahoma State 
University. Dr. Jones described the ma- 
chine and its operation at a joint meeting 
in Kansas City of the American Veteri- 
nary Medical Association and the Pan- 
American Veterinary Association, showing 
a 12-minute film in demonstration of the 
new technique. 

The machine based on Dr. Jones’ re- 
search is the first of its kind in the 
United States. A preliminary research 
model has been reported in European 
journals. 
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“For the first time.” Dr. Jones said, 
“large animals can be anesthetized with- 
out being tied up and without dangerous 
struggling. even in the recovery period, 
by a combination of pre-operative injec- 
tions and use of a new anesthesia machine 
produced by the National Cylinder Gas 
Division of Chemetron Corporation.” 

First step in Dr. Jones’ procedure is to 
sedate the animal with a tranquilizer or 
other suitable sedative. Then a small dose 
of sodium pentothal is injected rapidly 
into the vein. The animal sinks back on 
its haunches and rolls over on its side 
without struggling. The anesthesia thus 
induced last 3 to 10 minutes, allowing 
time for application of a mask or trachea 
tube through which the animal is supplied 
with gases for the duration of the oper- 
ation. 


When the mask or tube is removed 
after completion of the operation, the 
animal recovers “quickly and quietly,” 
minimizing the danger of injury from a 
struggle against ropes and other restraints. 

The machine consists of a re-breathing 
bag as a reservoir, gas and oxygen sup- 
plies. controls, anesthetic inhaler, and 
carbon dioxide absorber. Because of the 
large volume of air required by a horse, 
the quantity of absorber material is about 
7 times the amount necessary for the re- 
breathing apparatus in human anesthesia. 

Dr. Jones reported that he had devel- 
oped a new technique for maintaining a 
temperature sufficiently high for adequate 
vaporization and proper concentration of 
the anesthetic agents, without resorting 
to an electrical heating device. which 
might cause an explosion. Repeated in- 
halation of the expired gases, excepting 
carbon dioxide, conserves warmth. There 
is also great economy of gases. Dr. Jones 
reported that the consumption of oxygen 
was 3 liters per minute in the closed- 
circuit device, as against 30 liters per 
minute when the machine is not used. 

The gases used, in addition to oxygen, 
are nitrous oxide. cyclopropane, and va- 
pors of ether and halothane. Normally. 
ether is used because it is most econom- 
ical, but if electrical equipment is neces- 
sary, nitrous oxide and halothane are pre- 
ferred, to avoid the hazard of explosion. 


Safe anesthesia may be continued for 
many hours with the new device. “We 
have used it for 4 hours without trouble,” 
Dr. Jones said. If resuscitation becomes 
necessary in the course of an operation, 
manual compression of the reservoir bag 
assists the animal in breathing. 


“There is no violence in recovery,” Dr. 
Jones said. The recovery period varies 
with degree of pre-anesthetic sedation, 
type of gas used, and duration of its 
administration. “If anesthesia is maintain- 
ed by repeated injections of anesthetic, 
the period of recovery is greatly prolong- 
ed. The use of a gas or inhalation type 
anesthetic permits more rapid recovery, 
since the anesthetic gas is eliminated from 
the body each time the animal breathes. 
When injectable anesthetics are used, 
these are eliminated more slowly by such 
organs as the liver.”

In the late-summer of 1950, Leslie Combs II, 
of Spendthrift} Farm, Lexington, bought from 
Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham, who was having a tax 
problem, several attractive weanlings, and the 
next year he resold them at the Keeneland fall 
sales. A filly by *Alibhai out of the grand race 
mare Busher sold to the late Louis B. Mayer for 
$55,000. The filly, named Popularity, did not stand 
training, and after Mayer’s death the estate, in 
January, 1958, at Pomona, dispersed his racing 
and breeding stock, Popularity going to Combs, 
agent for Mrs. Graham, for $53,000. 

The first of Popularity’s foals was the *Bern- 
borough filly Bevy of Roses, which Mayer and 
Combs sold, at the 1955 Keeneland summer sales, 
to the Lester Manor Stable of F. J. Heller and 
B. F. O'Shea for $7,500. 

Bevy of Roses did not start until May of her 
3-year-old year, when she won 2 of 13 races in 
moderately good company. In her fourth start this 
season, on February 17 at Hialeah Park, she was 
second for a claiming price of $11,000. It was her 
only appearance in a selling race, and a week 
later she beat Rare Treat going 1,5 miles on the 
turf. She then returned to New York, where she 
placed once in her next 9 races. 


Since her best performance had been over the 


grass, she was shipped to Atlantic City for the 
Miss America Turf Handicap, her first stakes en- 
gagement, and the public sent her away at 334% 
to 1. For a half-mile she trailed all but one of 
1] rivals, but at the top of the stretch she came 
on willingly to beat Geechee Lou and the favored 
and top-weighted Big Effort.

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This is the season the steeplechasers 
take to the hills—Fair Hills in Maryland 
and Far Hills in New Jersey—escaping 
for a time from the asphalt and carbon 
monoxide of metropolitan areas, with their 
tight little circular steeplechase courses, 
to the natural terrain of the hunt country. 


The Far Hills hunt meeting, to be held 
this week, is especially refreshing. 
Staged by the Essex Fox Hounds Racing 
Association, the meeting is held on the 
jush green acreage called Dhu Varren 
Farm and owned by Mr. and Mrs. E. H. 
Ellis. 

This meeting has been a fillip for 
Eastern race enthusiasts since its inau- 
gural in 1915. Last year C. Mahlon Kline’s 
Crighton won the first race on the pro- 
gram while A. H. Smith’s Grand Chal, 
leading timber horse of the year, captured 
the traditional feature, the New Jersey 
Hunt Cup. Thirty-eight years ago Kline 
was the winning jockey in the New Jersey 
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To the Hillis of Dhu Varren Farm 


Hunt Cup race. riding *Wolferton II. Last 
year Paddy Smithwick, the season’s lead- 
ing jumping rider, won the last 2 races 
aboard Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Out of Reach 
and Mrs. June Hanes McKnight’s *Nar- 
cissus II. 


Dhu Varren Farm, 40 miles west of 
New York. is a hard ride from General 
Washington’s headquarters at Morristown, 
an easy gallop from Peapack. 

The farm once was the nucleus of the 
vast From Heim estate owned by Wall 
Streeter Grant B. Schley, a man with a 
good deal of Jack Keene’s zeal for putting 
stone on stone and with considerable 
wherewithal to give his whims extensive 
play. The massive stone-and-stucco struc- 
ture, with Spanish tile roof. now serves as 
the main residence, but it is a mere 17- 
room remnant of what the late Mr. Schley 
had constructed. 

Mr. Schley’s house wandered over the 
better part of a large knoll overlooking 


the hunt course. Rooms were added as he 
felt social occasions demanded, until the 
final product comprised some 74 rooms 
jutting off at various angles and levels. 

As rooms and halls were added, it was 
found necessary and convenient to add 5 
kitchens, so that food would not cool dur- 
ing portage to the table. Meandering 
wings by-passed some areas, enclosing 
odd-shaped_ patios. 

Evander Schley, bachelor son of the 
builder, probably grew weary of knock- 
ing around the old home place he inher- 
ited, and in 1924 he tore down most of 
it and remodeled what was left, including 
a 42-by-19-foot dining room. Evander was 
not opposed to roomy structures, however. 

In 1929, he built a tennis court. It had 
a brick-dust surface and was enclosed in 
a skylighted building 70 feet high, 130 
feet long and 64 feet wide. Also included 
were accommodations for tennis guests. 
for example, bowling lanes and a large 
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recreation room on the second-story level 
with a balcony overlooking the lighted 
tennis courts. Then there were a swim- 
ming pool, a bath house, and a relatively 
small barn for hunters. 

This was the setting found by E. H. 
(Dutch) Ellis, New York advertising 
executive, when the place was put on the 
market by the Schley estate in 1954. Ellis 
already had a farm, near Greenwich, 
Conn., but it seemed to be too small, 
especially after he and his charming wife 
decided to raise Thoroughbreds. 

Horses multiply quickly, and the Ellises 
soon found they needed a larger area. The 
265 acres of From Heim were purchased 
and renamed Dhu Varren, after Mrs. 
Ellis’ grandfather’s home in Ireland. 

The tennis court was converted into a 
training barn with 16 stalls in the center, 
leaving an indoor jogging ring (20 laps 
to the mile) around the stalls. The guest 
rooms were remodeled for farm help, into 
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2 4-room apartments, a 3-room apartment, 
and a large dormitory room for exercise 
boys. 

A dairy barn was converted into a foal- 
ing barn, and a yearling barn was built 
near the training tracks (5-furlong dirt 
track and 7-furlong turf course). The new 
barn brought the total number of stalls 
on the farm to 76. 

Most of the stalls now are occupied 
by boarders. mares which arrive during 
the breeding season for matings with Dhu 
Varren’s 3. stallions: Faultless, 1947 
Preakness winner purchased from Calu- 
met Farm in 1955 and now syndicated; 
*Sharragh, a full brother to the Irish 
Derby winner Panaslipper, by *Solar 
Slipper—Panastrid; and Nathaniel, by 
*Challenger I]—Alexandrine. 

The breaking of yearlings, most of 
them boarders, is under the supervision 
of Reece Donaway, who formerly was 


i 


with Samuel Riddle. About a dozen men 
are kept the year around. 

While conducting a rather extensive 
over-all operation, the Ellises have man- 
aged to keep their own broodmare band 
and racing stable on a relatively small 
scale. 

They have 9 mares, headed by Lovely 
Lill, 13, which produced the Ellises’ first 
stakes winner, Cousin Con, a Wait A Bit 
mare still racing as a 5-year-old. The 
others: Floracita, 10, by Petrose; Set 
Aside, 12, by *Isolater; Copyist, 13, by 
Okapi; Bedeviller, 7, by Devil Diver; 
Lovely Shade, 6, by Colony Boy; Alle- 
gretto, 7, by Petrose; Noorel, 5, by 
*Noor; and Bitter Bread, 5, by Salma- 
gundi.

An Arab International 


The program at Laurel on November 
11, the day of the eighth running of the 
Washington, D. C., International, will 
begin at 11:45 a.m. with an exhibition 
unique in modern racing, a 214-mile test 
which is being called the first Arab Inter- 
national. The enthusiasm of Arab horse 
owners in the U. S. prompted the Laurel 
management to offer the facilities of the 
track for the non-betting exhibition, which 
represents an attempt to revive interest 
in the racing qualities of the breed.

Special training during the weeks im- 
mediately preceding the race will be given 
the horses by John Mobberly, of Middle- 
burg. Va. Mrs. Garvin E. Tankersley, 
of Washington, D. C., is among the lead- 
ing Arab owners expected to have a 
starter.

Two days before 
the St. Leger she had finished poorly in 
the Park Hill Stakes over the Leger 
course, and had been second to Sir Victor 
Sassoon’s Collyria (*Arctic Prince—Eye- 
wash, by Blue Peter), which had failed 
twice since finishing fourth in the Oaks.

Cantelo is the 35th filly to win the St. 
Leger, but the only others in the last 30 
years were Sun Chariot (dam of Pindari) 
in 1942, Herringbone in 1943, and Meld 
in 1955. Her sire, Chanteur II (Chateau 
Bouscaut—La Diva, by Blue Skies), al- 
ready had given Pinza, winner of the 
Derby and King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes in 1953. Chanteur II 
was bred by Francois Dupre in France, 
where he won the Prix Hocquart and 
Prix des Sablons and was second in the 


Prix Lupin and Grand Prix de Paris and 
third in the Prix Royal Oak and Prix de 
l’Arc de Triomphe. In England he won 
the Coronation Cup and was twice second 
in the Ascot Gold Cup. 

On the maternal side, Cantelo, like the 
cutstanding filly Petite Etoile, is a grand- 
daughter of the Derby winner Bois Rous- 
sel. Her dam, Rustic Bridge, made no 
show on the race course. The granddam, 
Wyn, produced 6 winners, including the 
high-class Key, Donate, and Just Wyn. 
The next dam, Bon Mot, by Beresford, is 
out of Happy Climax, dam of the noted 
sire of sprinters, Panorama.

Vamour ran with the leaders all the 
way and easily went past Minstrel and Le 
Loup Garou after they had gone to the 
front in the straight. The Prix Daru 
winner Gric made a good closing run to 
take second place. Like the winner, Gric 
is trained by Francois Mathet. 

Vamour’s class was demonstrated when 
he won his first start, in the Prix Juigne. 
He went unplaced in the Prix Noailles, 
won the Prix Reiset, and was unplaced 
again in the Grand Prix de Paris. Mathet 
voiced the opinion that the colt had been 
drugged when he was beaten, and was 
confident of victory in the Prix Royal 
Oak, for which he was favorite. Vamour 
will run in the Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe. 


BELMONT P 


The winner is from the first crop of 
foals by Vamos (Vatellor—Start Point, 
by Lighthouse), winner of the Prix Lupin 
and disqualified for bumping after a very 
easy score in the Prix du Cadran. Vamos 
was second in the Prix Royal Oak and 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes. 


The dam, Princesse d’Amour (Prince 
Bio—Vers l’Amour, by Admiral Drake) 
won twice as a 3-year-old. Her 2 previous 
foals were fillies; the first failed to run, 
and the second was Kalitka (by Tour- 
ment), second in 1957 Prix de Diane. 
Vers l’Amour, a sister to Amour Drake, 
also produced the Prix de Malleret win- 
ner Lovely Princess, the Grand Prix du 
Printemps winner Norsemour, and another 
winner. 


Other Results 


Aside from the classics, the Comtesse 
de Chambure’s filly Barbaresque (Ocar- 
ina—Barbara, by Fair Trial), second in 
the Prix Morny, easily won the 5-furlong 
Prix d’Arenberg at Longchamp. 


In England the Irish filly Paddy’s Sister 
(Ballyogan—Birthday Wood, by Bois 
Roussel), winner of the Gimcrack Stakes, 
scored again in the 6-furlong Champagne 
Stakes at Doncaster, with the colt Newbus 
(Nimbus—Gameness, by Big Game) in 
second place. The unbeaten Sing Sing 
(*Tudor Minstrel—Agin the Law, by 
Portlaw) took his fifth victory in the 
5-furlong Rous Stakes. 


The 214-mile Doncaster Cup went to 
the Queen’s 5-year-old gelding Agreement 
(Persian Gulf—Northern Hope, by Bo- 
realis), with the 6-year-old French Beige 
(Bois Roussel—Nivea, by Nearco)  sec- 
ond.

Roi Tolleson 


As a sequel to his 3-part series on Hy ScHNeEWwER, published last spring in Tur 
BLoop-Horse, Gites E. Wricut offered a second series on the extraordinary Rot 
ToLLeson. From Schneider the writer drew the following first-person story. 


Roi Tolleson was a flaming redhead, 
with piercing brown eyes that seemingly 
could look right through a person or a 
stone wall. He stood about 5 feet 9 and 
at his heaviest weighed around 185 
pounds, well set up. He’d walk down the 
street like this—underjaw out and _ his 
head forward—but he never sought 
trouble. In a fight, however, he was a 
wildcat. 

One night at Juarez he had all but 
check-racked the faro game in the huge 
Monte Carlo gambling hall. Utterly care- 
free despite the big winnings he carried, 
Roi left the casino by a side exit to 
catch a streetcar for the ride across the 
international bridge into El Paso. 


In a dark area, he was accosted by 2 
men, one brandishing a knife. Now Roi 
was never trained in scientific fisticuffs, 
but he clipped the foe nearest him on the 
chin, sending him down and out. In a 
flash, Roi spun and knocked the other man 
out, again with a single blow. Two Juarez 
police officers, trailing the holdup men for 
earlier offenses, were dumfounded at the 
quickness of Roi’s double kayo, so much 
so they gave him an honor escort to the 


streetcar. That in itself was unusual in 
those revolutin’ days. Standard procedure 
was to jail all principals in any ruckus, 
then find out who was to blame. 

Roi was born in 1884, the same year I 
was, and died in Los Angeles on October 
11, 1941, after packing an amazing amount 
of living into 57 years. He was born in 
Rome, Ga., but raised by 2 aunts on their 
estate at Spartanburg, S. C. Roi seemed 
to get some sort of satisfaction out of 
the fact he’d grown up in the state which 
was first to secede from the Union, and 
years later, when he owned a few Thor- 
oughbreds, he incorporated the stars and 
bars of the Confederate flag in his racing 
colors. 

His aunts, Roi always said, were highly 
talented, as well as members of a family 
of wealthy textile manufacturing pioneers. 
It was their happy chore to tell or read 
aloud repeatedly stories of great adven- 
turers, on land and sea. So Roi wasn’t long 
in developing a craving for travel, and he 
proved himself to be a plucky adventurer, 
one of the most daring of men. 

He started out alone, on foot, and first 
found work in a printing office, the home

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of a weekly newspaper. Type was set by 
a Simplex, known in the trade as a type 
smasher. It was difficult to operate and 
not nearly as swift as the Linotype ma- 
chine then in use by metropolitan dailies. 
Roi quickly mastered the Simplex and 
was on his way to success, a Ben Franklin 
of his time. 


He moved on to New Orleans, got a job 
on a daily newspaper and was soon intro- 
duced to a Linotype. The foreman was 
anxious to develop operations and agreed 
to take Roi on as a student, inasmuch as 
he had joined the International Typo- 
graphical Union. The foreman observed 
that because Roi already knew consider- 
able about printing he might be able to 
set type fairly well within 6 months. Was 
that foreman surprised? 


At the end of 3 weeks, Roi was one of 
the swiftest operators on the staff and set 
the cleanest proof of all, with rarely an 
error to mar the finished product. Now 
that he was a capable operator and a 
union member, he had the key to easy 
travel—jobs waiting for him in all cities. 
Maybe it was a lucky chance that had 
running-horse racing blooming at Emery- 
ville when Roi reached San Francisco on 
his travels. Some guy first had to tell 
Confucius that any derned fool knows 
that one horse can travel faster than an- 
other, but with Roi it was different. He 
reasoned that if a fellow got to know the 
various angles, it wouldn’t be long before 
the student would know which horse could 
run the faster. 

Roi, a lightning man with figures and 
an expert on percentages, sat in his room 
for days figuring how he might better the 
other fellow in picking winners. News- 
paper reports: and pocket form charts 
were easy for him to analyze. Outside his 
room, he mingled with horseplayers and 
trainers, heeding only the opinion of those 
whose attire and manner of living indi- 
cated success. When Emeryville closed 
for the season, Roi naturally gravitated 
to the nearest racing centers: the Meadows 
at Seattle, and the Intermountain circuit 
—Spokane, Wash.; Coeur d’Alene, Ida; 
Butte, Great Falls, Helena, and Anaconda, 
Mont.; Overland Park at Denver; plus 
Lagoon at Farmington, Utah, near Salt 
Lake City. 

It was on the Intermountain circuit that 
Roi and I first teamed up on research that 
eventually carried us around the circuit, 
then to Juarez, Kentucky, Chicago, Mary- 
land, and New York. 

I guess I’d noticed Roi at Salt Lake 
City, but it was at Butte in 1907 or 1908 
that we really got together. Through some 
unusual circumstances I was composing 
room foreman for the Miner at Butte, a 
paper owned by U. S. Sen. Charlie Clark. 
and Roi was on a Linotype. He was such 
a distinctive individual in appearance that 
I'd watched him a lot before I ever spoke 
to him. His head, swelling out big at the

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top and crowned by that fiery hair. as 
well as the vivid brown eyes. would catch 
anyone’s attention. He was very voluble. 
too, and I never heard of him swearing 
but once, but he had a distinctive man- 
nerism for emphasizing points. He’d hold 
out his right hand, fingers widespread. 
and clinch and unclinch it as he spouted 
words. 

I got Roi to go out to the track at Butte 
for morning works, something he hadn’t 
done before. He carried a stopwatch but 
relied more on how a horse moved and 
pulled up than he did on time. He was 
inclined to discount works, because he 
couldn’t be sure how much the boy weigh- 
ed and just how much he might be helping 
or hindering the mount. With a boy like 
Joe Notter or Georgie Woolf. who sat 
tight on a horse, it was different. but you 
don’t see exercisers like them, not often. 
anyway. 

Al Dunlap. a big poker player around 
Butte. owned a good mare named Ocean 
Queen, by Cunard—Dertha. Al. like a lot 
of those men in those days. wore a money 
belt, and you could judge his luck by the 
size of his girth. One day I saw Roi talking 
to Al, whose normal big belly had the 
swelling of success. Roi was talking fast, 
that right hand outstretched, clinching 
and unclinching. He was talking about 
Ocean Queen, which was entered in a 
mile race with a $1.500 purse. big money 
in those days. 

“Are you trying to tell me how to run 
Ocean Queen?” Al finally asked Roi. 
“Sure.” Roi answered. “I know more about 
what she can do than you do.” Well sir. 
Roi convinced Al, and Ocean Queen ran 
as he wanted her to. She won her race to 
prove he had been right all the way. 

In 1908 Roi and I were holed up for 
the winter in Anaconda, working for Mar- 
cus Daly’s newspaper, the Standard. There 
was a poolroom bookie there known as 
Jimmy-the-Pig, because he wore a mus- 
tache that looked like hog bristles. When 
the book was winning, the bristles were 
long and luxuriant, but when the bettors 
began getting to him, Jimmie started 
sucking his upper lip between his teeth 
and chewing. so that the mustache would 
shorten up remarkably fast. You could 
always look at Jimmy-the-Pig’s mustache 
and tell how his business was going. 

Occasionally, when the telegrapher who 
marked the board was in his cups and in 
danger of falling off the platform. I took 
over the chalk. One day I was putting up 
entries and I remember fluffing a capital 
D near the bottom of the board. When I 
got down, a man named Tommy Doyle. 
who had been sitting in a corner, took me 
aside. Tommy was a figure man and wrote 
combinations for the book during busy 
periods. He asked me how much money I 
had and I said maybe a couple of hun- 
dred. did he need it? He said. no. no. but 
he wondered if I had a betting stake.

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Seems several nights before he had this 
dream, a real vivid one. In it I was mark- 
ing the board and made a faux pas on the 
D in Devout, as I just had. It was entered 
the next day. Later, in the dream, Tommy 
saw Devout and another horse Bright Boy 
ringed as winners. Bright Boy also was 
entered for next day. 


“The dream was so real Tommy told 
his mother about it next day, and she 
promptly mortgaged their cottage to get 
betting money. When the 2 horses came 
up in the entries she was going to put it 
all in a win parlay, and Tommy’s plea 
for caution could not dissuade her. 
“They're going to win. Tommy,” she 
kept telling him. “Quit worrying.” He’d 
also told a couple of doctors, one of 
whom liked to play faro, his brother and 
one other besides me. They would bet 
some with Jimmy-the-Pig but chiefly in 
books at Helena and Butte. 

Tommy’s dream even had details almost 
accurate. Both horses went at City Park 
in New Orleans on February 25, 1908. 
Devout. in the second race, opened at 8 
and closed at 15 to 1. Bright Boy, in the 
seventh, opened at 7 and closed at 414. 
The races were run on a muddy track, as 
Tommy dreamed they were. He also 
dreamed Devout opened at 8 to 1. Discrep- 
ancies in his dream were that Bright Boy 
opened instead of closed at 414 to 1 and 
Devout was in the first and Bright Boy 
in the fifth, instead of the second and 
seventh races. 

But they both won, just as he had 
dreamed, and his cut came to $21,000. 
Me? I bet $10 to win on each of them, was 
all. Later on Tommy bought out Jimmie- 
the-Pig. His mustache was sure enough 
worn down to a nubbin shortly after those 
2 won. I tell’ you, the way that dream 
came out is enough to give me the shivers 
just thinking about it. The Anaconda 
Standard ran a story about it on Page 1 
and the Butte Miner also carried an ac- 
count of the man who won $21,000 as the 
result of a dream. 

Roi and I teamed up after Butte and 
eventually wound up at Salt Lake City, 
where we'd ride the first train each day 
to the track at Farmington, along with the 
bookies and other early birds. It was about 
a 30-minute ride and some began to crave 
action; so they started betting on the 
number of white horses that would or 
wouldn’t be seen from each side of the 
train. Roi sniffed at such betting and com- 
mented that all you had to do to rig the 
outcome was to get a cowboy to drive 
over some white horses at a set time. 

Maurice (The Dancer) Hyams _ over- 
heard Roi and immediately began bird- 
dogging through the train. Next day, for 
the first time, he was betting strong on 
the fact white horses would be seen, in- 
creasing the number as bets became hard- 
er to get, and derned if he didn’t win them 
all. There was the daggondest influx of 


roans, grays and others that qualified as 
white horses in the betting that you ever 


saw. 

The people paid off; then they began 
thinking, and their deductions were cor- 
rect. The Dancer had scampered up a 
cowboy who knew a man with a lot of 
these horses which would count as white. 
To make sure there was no slip-up, The 
Dancer paid the cowboy about 5 times 
what he thought it would be worth to drive 
the horses over near the railroad. 

After Salt Lake City. we went to Over- 
land Park at Denver; then Roi went on to 
the first meeting at Juarez, saying he’d 
see me there. Why didn’t I go with him? 
Well. I was sort of tied up with this girl. 
Roi couldn’t understand that. But I got 
there next year for the second meeting at 
Juarez. 

I always did find it a little hard to 
oppose the ladies. though. Why. a girl 
saved my life when I was still in my teens. 
Maybe she didn’t need a lot of courage, 
but she certainly made her lifesaving 
pleasant and exciting. 

It was when I was printing-shop fore- 
man on the Mesaba Ore in Hibbing. Minn.. 
an iron-mining area. On a country weekly 
like that you did a little of everything. 
and one morning the owner, editor, and 
publisher, Claude Atkinson, who had been 
a tramp printer himself, told me I'd have 
to go out to the Clark mine. They’d been 
setting powder for a couple of weeks or 
more, getting ready for a big blast in the 
open-pit operation. Claude was a friend 
of the powderman, named Kelly, and I 
was to find out if the blast was to go off 
before we went to press in a couple of 
days. It was a big story for us. 

The pony we used for trips such as 
that was gone, so I lit out on Shanks’s 
mare, taking a short cut through a resi- 
dential section. This blonde, statuesque 
and a stunner in all ways, was in a yard 
with some washing. I’d had my eye on her 
for a while, without being able to do any- 
thing about it, so when she smiled and 
asked what the hurry was she not only 
stopped Shanks’s mare but hobbled it too. 
The invitation in for a drink caused me to 
make sounds about the job I had to do, but 
I went in anyway, and I was still there a 
half-hour later. She finally turned me 
loose, after getting me to say I’d come 
back in the evening, and I was glad to 
promise that. 

I hustled on toward the mine and as I 
was getting close there was this tremend- 
ous roar, with a big section of the earth 
rising right up. Parts of men’s bodies 
could be seen clearly among the ore. There 
were 29 men killed by the premature blast. 
and I'd have been talking to Kelly, the 
man who apparently set it off accidentally. 
if that blonde hadn’t sidetracked me. Gee. 
but she was a looker, and the first gal I 
ever knew called Billie. It’s a funny recol- 
lection, the way so much horror and 
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pleasure are mixed together. Maybe that’s 
why I remember details so clearly. 

Roi and I would often go different 
ways, for a time, but we were always in 
touch and exchanging progress on research 
on charts. One time Roi took a long stroll 
from Provo, Utah, to mingle with the Mor- 
mon people, whom he admired very much. 
He wasn’t broke but he walked and slept 
out, as both of us often did in order to 
get away from people and have a better 
chance to think. Finally, Roi went into 
Billy Sunday’s Manhattan restaurant in 
Salt Lake City, unshaved and hungry. 
and, incidentally, resembling the descrip- 
tion of a horse thief for whom there was 
a $500 reward. 


As Roi ate, 2 police officers flanked 
him, shoving the nosey ends of 45’s into 
his ribs. Roi never stopped eating, merely 
commenting on the rudeness of officers 
trying to interrupt his meal. The restau- 
rant was popular with newspapermen and 
the owner showed up by the time Roi had 
finished his meal, greeting him warmly. 


Another time, I was already working on 
make-up at the Salt Lake City Tribune, 
waiting for the meeting to open at the 
Lagoon track, when Roi came in at start- 
ing time for the Sunday night shift, which 
was minus its whole proofreading staff. 
Foreman Frank Hart asked me if Roi was 
a printer and I touted him as a star proof- 
reader, among other things. 

Well, Roi waded through a tremendous 
stack of proofs that had piled up, and 
Hart figured he was going too* fast. He 
came to me complaining that Roi wasn’t 
reading proofs but merely scanning them. 
He didn’t know, yet, that Roi studied the 
style of all newspapers in all cities and 
was what is known in the trade as a 
sight reader, the swiftest of all. 

That’s the way it was for us. As hobo 
printers, a stake was always available, 
with one or both of us going to work 
for brief periods. We also built and tore 
down many speed and weight charts until 
one day Roi wondered aloud just what 
would have to be done to pick more win- 
ners than anyone else. I quoted Frank 
Brunell, founder of the Daily Racing Form 
in Chicago, who said: “The handicapper 
who can select the most favorites is bound 
to pick the most winners.” Roi thought 
that sounded easy and right away began 
talking about us getting our charts and 
books in shape for an invasion of New 
York, where the big money was. “We'll 
make a fortune printing a daily racing 
paper with more winners than anybody 
else.” 

But we had quite a ways to go. Around 
the turn of the century there were numer- 
cus so-called theory handicappers, actually 
race seleciors, writing books and articles 
on how to win money on the races. It 
didn’t take us long to learn how wrong 
was the expert who instructed students to 
allow 1 length for 4 pounds—on or off—

At recent Del Mar Sale 21 head bore 
both soundness and the only discernible 
evidence of existence of the invisible 
genes and chromosomes assuring class 
offspring: The Prepotency Aspect. 

A very fortunate year for this 18% 
as regards soundness. 

Some of remaining 82% have close 
prepotency aspects, but indicate much 
unsoundness.

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at 6 furlongs, 3 at a mile, and 2 at 10 
furlongs. This ignores such things as con- 
formation, stride, handlers, and especially 
the matter of a horse carrying more weight 
than previously packed in a winning per- 
formance, in races other than for maidens. 


In researching for information on weight 
ceilings, we took weights of all winners 
in North America for 2 solid years. There 
were only 3,553 starters in the U. S. and 
Canada in 1912, for instance, and about 
the same number the year before. Racing 
was in the doldrums at this time, a fact 
shown by there being some 6,000 starters 
in 1905. Anyway, we found the average 
weight carried by winners during these 
2 years was 10914 pounds. If that seemed 
low, please remember there were more 
good apprentice riders in relation to reg- 
ular jockeys then, and also there were a 
fair number of owners’ handicaps, where 
the owner set the weight to be carried by 
his horse. 


From this research, we deduced that 
any horse could win with 110 pounds, so 
we figured from there up, paying most 
attention to the ceiling. We found that if 
a horse had won with the weight assigned 
for the upcoming race and, with allow- 
ances, was highweight, then it was a good 
bet. But a horse assigned 115, when the 
highest weight it had ever won with was, 
say, 112, that was another matter. This 
line was especially good with racing sec- 
retaries such as W. S. Vosburgh and John 
B. Campbell, who knew how to weight 
horses. Roy Martin saw what we were 
trying to do and agreed we were on the 
right track. 


Roi and I went on working extensively 
on this line, Roi writing down all his 
findings. Finally, when he was a yeoman 
aboard the USS Mayrant during World 
War I, he finished the work and mailed 
it to me in El Paso. But I never got the 
copy. Much later we learned that the ship 
to which it was transferred had been sunk 
by a German submarine and all of Roi’s 
work consigned to the bottom of the sea. 
But I don’t want to skip too far ahead in 
the career of this amazing man, so let me 
tell you a little more about him when he 
was around Juarez and El Paso.
